The object of the invention according to the applicant is to 
construct an arrangement for real time handling of a digital 
audio signal where the delay time is shortened, the audio 
quality is ameliorate and it is possible to simultaneously 
handle audio signals and messages in a PC environment. 



Dl outlines a network system that has a router provided with a 
packet converter to change audio packet data transferred 
between internal network circuit and external public digital- 
telephone circuit. The computer terminal has a sound board to 
convert signals sent between the microphone and speaker, and a 
LAN adaptor for sending and receiving audio packet data from 
the router via the internal network circuit. The router has a 
packet converter to change the audio packet data transferred 
between the internal network circuit and the external public 
digital -telephone circuit. The internal network circuit and an 
external public digital -telephone circuit are interconnected 
by a router. This system allows call without interruption by 
compressing data to reduce required forwarding capacity of 
internal network circuit. Internal network circuit can be 
connected to telephone with the optimum route.

The xnclusxon of such 
features is regarded as part of the customary praxxs the 
skilled person would consider xn accordance wxth 
circumstances. In Dl are also equivalent t<«*i^^er^ 
and used. From that described in this claxm xt is J^t lt 
obvious to a person skilled in the art, wxth knowl edge_ of Dl 
to accomplish what is described in thxs claxms, if confronted 
with these problems. Hence, the invention claimed in claxm 16 
is not considered to involve an inventxve step. 

According to the arguments stated above, the invention claimed 
in claims 1-16 is considered to be industrxally applicable but 
the claim 15 is not considered- to be novel and the claxm 16 is 
considered to be novel but is not considered to mvo^e an 
inventive step. The claims 1-14 are considered to be novel and 
to involve an inventive step.
